NEW agreement has been reached between road and rail in 
Rhodesia whereby, for higher-rated traffic on parallel routes, the 
two transport agencies will charge identical rates and will compete 
solely on service. An announcement signed by Mr. J. H. Allen, acting 
general manager of Rhodesia Railways, and Mr. C. Boyd White, for 
the Federal Long Distance Operators Association, says, “ the agreement 

. will be of considerable ultimate benefit to the Federation, and [that] 
its conclusion at this relatively early stage of the country’s development 
will enable the Federation to avoid many difficulties which older and 
more developed countries have experienced because of inadequate 
co-ordination between the two main land transport interests.... It has 
not been possible to find any parallel in other countries for the degree of 
co-ordination achieved by this agreement, principally, no doubt, because 
the position in other countries had deteriorated too greatly before effective 
action could be taken, and because in most cases the dimensions of the 
problem were so much greater.” 

A parallel can hardly be drawn between Britain and Rhodesia. There 
can be little relationship between trading and industrial conditions in the 
two countries. Even if a similar agreement between road and rail had 
been reached in Britain years ago, it would be unlikely to have survived 
the great changes in the industrial pattern during the past quarter-century. 

Road operators in Rhodesia have promised not to “ undercut” the 
railway rates for comparable traffics. The choice of word is, perhaps, 
unfortunate. It implies charging less than an economic rate to gain a 
competitive advantage. In fact, if a road operator can make a fair profit 
at a rate less than is economically possible for the railways, and vice 
versa, the customer is entitled to benefit. It is surely in the national 
interest that trade and industry should enjoy the lowest economic rate. 

Service is an important ingredient in transport anywhere, but there are 
physical limits to it. Even if a haulier were giving complete satisfaction, 
the customer would have a legitimate ground for complaint if the charges 
were artificially raised to comply with the railway scale, and he might 
well reply by handling the traffic in his own fleet. There would be little 
the haulier could do to improve his service to justify the higher charge 
and to keep the business. 

With their intensive network of lines, British Railways compete with 
hauliers on most routes, and an agreement on the Rhodesian pattern 
would be too drastic. It would certainly not please trade and industry. 
Indeed, it would run counter to the principle of freedom in charging 
which is the basis of the Restrictive Practices Act. Although that 
measure admittedly does not cover transport, its provisions express 
public antagonism towards price rings in general, and a road-rail agree- 
ment on rates would be unacceptable. 

The Rhodesian arrangement cannot be regarded as anything more than 
an expedient to suit the needs of the country. It cannot be held up as a 
model for Great Britain. 


Unimaginative Marketing 


T is tragic that in 1960 overseas operators should have cause to 

complain of the after-sales service provided by well-established British 
commercial vehicle manufacturers. Vehicles are frequently abused by 
unskilled drivers itv the lesser-developed countries, but that fact is known 
in advance to makers who market their products there and must be 
accepted by them. It is, indeed, the best possible reason why service 
should be impeccable. ; 
BS 
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Operators complain of a lack of imagination in 
marketing. They suggest, with good sense, that before 
any model is launched in a country, an adequate supply 
of literature in the local language should be made avail- 
able. Then spare parts should be shipped in and the 
makers’ representatives should be fully instructed in the 
maintenance and performance of the model. Only after 
those preliminaries should the vehicles be marketed. 

Full pictoriai parts lists are demanded. These are of 
great assistance in overcoming language problems and 
in avoiding confusion with parts numbers. They are, 
however, difficult to prepare if a great variety of versions 
of a model is offered and each requires a separate list. 
Some operators would prefer smaller ranges, with a 
corresponding improvement in the detail attention to the 
service arrangements for each type. In particular, the 
production of, perhaps, half a dozen variations of a 
minor component, each with its own number, is strongly 
deprecated. 

Operators also expect British vehicle manufacturers, 
like some of their foreign competitors, to accept full 
responsibility for proprietary components, as well as for 
those parts which they themselves have produced. Users 
certainly do not think they should be obliged to go to 
foreign component manufacturers for aid when they 
cannot obtain satisfaction from their own suppliers. 

Difficulties such as these arise from a parochial out- 
look on marketing which is completely out of keeping 
with the industry’s international ramifications. They 
may not be general, but there is no excuse for even 
isolated cases. 
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OT long after he joined the Metropolitan Railway 

young Christopher Tatham Brunner asked for a 

rise. It was granted with the cautionary observation 
that the really big opportunities were not with the railways 
at all, but in road transport. So he began a hunt outside 
the railway field and ran to earth a job with Shell-Mex, 
Lid. 

As a student at Manchester University he specialized in 
economics and statistics. Shell-Mex at that time did not 
possess even an embryonic statistical department. Mr. 
Brunner thought the lack ought to be remedied and said 
so in a memorandum to the board. He was promptly 
invited to set it up—an invitation, one may think, he did 
not need to have pressed upon him. It is somewhat rare 
for statisticians to reach the topmost rungs of manage- 
ment. In Mr. Brunner’s hands, economics and statistics 
become a fascinating subject which includes such studies 
as the Napoleonic roads of France and the layout of 
Brasilia, the new city shortly to supplant exotic Rio as 
Brazil’s capital city. 

At any rate, his exploring mind soon lifted his statistical 
department on to a higher plane—or perhaps the board, 
recognizing his qualities, did not discourage him when 
other functions came, by accretion, to it. It was to grow 
into the trade relations department, whose work then 
included, for instance, what is now known as public rela- 
tions. Outside strictly business hours Mr. Brunner made 
serious studies in his new métier. When he was 26 years 


of age he wrote a monograph on the “ Problems of Road 
Transport” which inspired his publishers—and, by the

same token, his public—to ask for more.

During his career with Shell-Mex and B.P., Mr. Brunner 
has been actively concerned with many aspects of the 
business of petroleum distribution, not least with the eifi- 
cient structural organization of the company and with 
methods to achieve the utmost economy in distribution 
costs. Not only do his company supply a large proportion 
of the petroleum products used in the country, including 
vast quantities of motor fuels, but they are, of course, 
large transport operators. Shell-Mex and B.P., Ltd., in 
fact, run the largest C-licence fleet in the Kingdom. 

For many years Mr. Brunner has made his views on 
questions associated with road transport abundantly clear 
by the media of papers, lectures and other publications, 
so that he is now a recognized authority on the subject. 
Despite a somewhat gentle manner, the deficiences of road 
transport excite him to special vehemence. Quietly, deli- 
berately he analysed for me the various ways in which 
Britain lags. 

“It is true, of course, that we inherited from the past 
1 road system singularly iil-adapted to anything but horse- 
drawn vehicles,” he said. “It is equally true that the 
United States was able to plan for the internal-combustion 
engine because over there the motor age dawned earlier 
and more brilliantly than in the United Kingdom. But the 
Americans did proportionately plan, they did construct 
indeed, are still constructing—enormous highways, even 
though, in the east at least, their population and space 
problems are quite as acute as ours. 


Years Behind the Times 


“One European country certainly started off with an 
advantage handed down from the horse-drawn era. 
France’s roads were built for the rapid transit of armies 
and all they needed to become fit for the 20th century was 
a new surface. The roads, however, are there, whereas in 
Britain, even at this late hour of national development, ii 
is still a matter for self-congratulation when some 50 miles 
of motor road are constructed in 18 months! What we 
are doing in 1960 Germany and Italy did before 1939 
and Belgium and Holland tackled years ago.” 

Nor in his view is this due to contrasts in national 
wealth. Holland, after all, has lost an empire since 1945, 
and who would describe pre-war Italy as a rich State? 
Today, all the experts tell us Britain is flourishing as never 
before. The money and the credit are there. It is simply 
that we have preferred to spend it on things other than 
roads. At some point in our post-war thinking, we have 
muddled our priorities. 

He speaks wistfully of opportunities missed in less- 
developed corners of the Commonwealth. Africa, he points 
out, needs new roads along which to transport the products 
of a varying economy. There are many other countries of 
which this is as true. As he sees it, road construction 
ought to have a major claim on our overseas investment. 
The high hopes of British commercial motor manufac- 
turers must be frustrated if the roads to accommodate 
their products simply do not exist. 

Is there an ideal road pattern for the United Kingdom? 
Christopher Brunner does not believe it is to be found in 
the United States. Holland, he thinks, has set an exampie 
we might follow with profit. 

Outside the office, as well as in it, he is vigorous in 
nurturing good transport and good management. Former 
president of the Institute of Transport, vice-chairman of 
the British Road Federation, founder-member of the 
British Institute of Management—these are but a few of 
the activities that must surely limit the leisure for his 
favourite pursuit, bird-watching. H.C.

At the end of it there may well be big 
administrative changes. One of the possi- 
bilities is that of the B.T.C. running the 
railways and maintaining the permanent 
way as a public utility backed, perhaps, 
by a Government subsidy. 

In this connection, railway administra- 
tion might well be taken over by the 
Ministry of Transport itself, just as the 
G.P.O. is run by the Postmaster-General. 

Certainly the Government are deter- 
mined not to assume responsibility for 
the operating finances of the B.T.C. as it 
is constituted at present. 

Coal will be the subject of another 
inquiry on the same level to determine 
its relationship to oil in the economy. 

Ministers insist that the position of the 
nationalized industries in the nation’s 
economy is to be cleared up finally, as is 
the matter of control of the industries— 
though this will not be allowed to 
engender a _ flood of Parliamentary 
questions on day-to-day administration. 


Access Roads 


With the Local Employment Bill on its 
way through — and the publication, 
earlier this week, of lists of areas to 
benefit from Government help—the 
question of access roads to these areas 
will be raised. The Chancellor, at 
Friday’s meeting of the National Produc- 
tivity Advisory Council for Industry, was 
forcibly reminded of this when the 
employers told him they would be better 
able to build and operate factories in the 
areas of high unemployment if the roads 
were better. 

This is another spur to Mr. Marples to 
press on with a big road programme 
fortified by the latest building techniques.

TH Bulk Liquid Transport Co., Ltd., had been “ walking on a tight 
rope for some time but they had slipped into illegality,” said Mr. F.

He reserved decision on the company’s application to transfer 


14 vehicles of 104 tons and two semi-trailers of 10 tons from special-A 


to ordinary A licence. 

The replacement of two flats by articu- 
lated outfits and the surrender of the 
semi-trailers under separate licences was 
illegal, and something would have to be 
done about these two units, he added. 

All the original objectors, with the 
exception of British Road Services, had 
withdrawn (The Commercial Motor, 
June 5, 1959). 

Mr. A. Goss, for the applicants, said 
that the vehicles in question had been 
working exactly as they had in 1957 and 
the change in their weight had been 
affected by the addition of heavier bodies. 
Carrying capacity had decreased although 
the unladen weight had increased. 

On average, Bulk Liquid carried 23 
loads per week for Monsanto Chemicals, 
Ltd. These were brought from all over 
the country, said Mr. D. Johnson, head 
of the supply department. Production 
was increasing and they would require 
more transport facilities—from Bulk 
Transport, he added. Similar evidence 
was given by Mr. P. Dobson, on behalf 
of a large oil company at Barton. 

Mr. K. S. Morris. manager of Bulk 
Liquid at Salford, did not agree with 
Mr. A. W. Balne, for B.R.S., that 
although the original carrying capacity 
had been reduced, the earning capacity 
was now greater as tankers. He agreed 
that none of the fleet had originally been 
purchased as tankers but were all con- 
verted flats. The company had never 
wanted to operate the vehicles as plat- 
form units 


Mr. N. A. Fulwood, secretary and 
director of Cawood Wharton and Co., 
Ltd., and the Bradford Dyers’ Associa- 
tion, said that they now owned all the 
shares of Bulk Liquid and there was 
£250,000 capital. They wanted to see the 
company operated regularly in the future 
but they realized that they had taken over 
at a “sticky time.” 

Although accepting assurances for the 
future, he was concerned about what had 
occurred in the past, said Mr. Balne. The 
policy of the company had been to con- 
vert rigid vehicles into tractive units 
of articulated outfits and attach to them 
special-A trailers, thus doubling their 
carrying capacity. They also converted 
flats into tankers by the addition of light- 
metal bodies. 

They had taken advantage of these two 
devices and the information on_ their 
application forms had not been consistent. 
They never had any intention of operating 
newly purchased vehicles in the originally 
described form, he added. 

There had never been any attempt at 
deliberate deception, said Mr. Goss. The 
public interest must be considered and 
ample evidence of need had been put 
forward. Jt had to be considered who 
would carry the traffic if some of the 
Bulk Liquid tankers were taken off the 
road. 

In 1959, the company had _ been 
sufficiently punished for their  mis- 
demeanours and he asked the Authority 
to review the matter in that light. 
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Ministry Prepare for 
Rail Stoppage 


ENDING official announcement of 
the measures and concessions to be 
adopted in the event of a rail strike, 
hauliers and manufacturers throughout 
the country, this week, have been going 
ahead with their own emergency plans to 
alleviate the inevitable transport chaos. 
Although, at the time of going to press, 
the Ministry of Transport were guarded 
about their proposals, it was known that 
they were drawing up plans to administer 
road transport in 11 regional areas and 
that officials were meeting the Chambers 
of Commerce of the four London 
boroughs most likely to suffer congestion 
~Holborn, Marylebone, Westminster and 
St. Pancras. 

In the London area, coach concerns 
have been booked to capacity by banks, 
business houses and stores seeking to 
ensure transport for their personnel. 

If the Government adopt measures 
similar to those put into effect during the 
1955 rail strike, we can expect the relaxa- 
tion of licensing restrictions, imposition 
of priorities, commandeering of vehicles 
and other steps compatible with a state 
of emergency. 

In 1955, vehicles outside the Construc 
tion and Use Regulations were permitted 
on the highway and the Metropolitan 
Traffic Commissioner was allowed to 
enable operators other than the London 
Transport Excutive to provide stage and 
express carriage services in the London 
Special Area without the consent of the 
Executive. 

The Road Haulage Association, alert 
to the need for additional road transport. 
have not waited for the Ministry's 
decision: already they have urged that 
extra vehicles be licensed to carry sfeel 
and minerals for Scottish industrialists 
who, last year, relied on the railways to 
carry more than 6m. tons. 

Not so badly off are such areas as 
Merseyside, Dagenham and the Midlands 
car manufacturing centres, where the vast 
majority of raw materials comes in by 
sea or road. 


NO STRIKE DUPLICATES

Purifier 


ETAILS of an experiment with a 
proprietary device for purifying 
exhaust gases from petrol engines are 
given in a report on fuel research in 1958 
by the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, published yesterday. 
The device replaced the normal silencer 
on_a 10-cwt. van used by the Ministry 
of Transport. When the van had covered 
11,000 miles and the efficiency of the 
catalyst purifying unit had declined 
slightly, a new batch of catalyst was 
introduced, and the carburetter was 
adjusted to give the richest mixture likely 
to be used under normal conditions. After 
a further 4,000 miles there was no 
decrease in the efficiency of the catalyst, 
except under high loading conditions, 
when the exhaust gas might contain 12 
per cent. of carbon monoxide and 
7 per cent. of hydrogen. 

Bench tests on a_ single-cylindered 
petrol engine showed that air-fuel ratio 
had the greatest effect on the composition 
of the exhaust gas. The carbon mon- 
oxide content dropped from 17 per cent. 
to 1 per cent. when the air-fuel ratio was 
increased from 8 to 17. Similar changes 
were observed at a lower level with the 
concentrations of hydrogen and methane. 
Changes in engine speed or throttle open- 
ing had little effect on the concentration 
of these constituents. 


RAILWAYS WILL USE FORCE 

AULIERS —in north-east Scotland 

were warned on Sunday that the 
railways would “ use force” to get traffic. 
Mr. A. Ramage, Lanark, Scottish Area 
chairman of the Road Haulage Associa- 
tion, told the Aberdeen Sub-area com- 
mittee that the railways had ample 
powers for attacking  free-enterprise 
hauliers in the traffic courts. The rail- 
ways would also try to keep hauliers 
away from Government and _ industrial 
work. 

At least £1,600m. would have been 
lavished on railway modernization by 
about 1970. The railways were supposed 
to be borrowing this money, but it 
could be described as a gift rather than 
a loan, continued Mr. Ramage. The 
security on which the Government had 
advanced these sums was not sound, 
which was all the more reason why there 
must be an improvement in the fortunes 
of their railways, he added.

Overseas Holidays— 
New Threat

Mr. J, Else, for the concern, said that 
competition within the road passenger 
industry itself, with the railways or 
private motoring could be “ fitted in.” but 
home operators now faced a_ serious 
threat. People could take a holiday 
abroad for as little as £33 12s. 

Mr. R. J. Oldham, general manager, 
stated that the cost of Continental holi- 
days was coming within the reach of 
many people, and the effect was becoming 
serious. Kendrick had to widen the scope 
of their facilities to the public to remain 
flourishing. 

The Commissioners granted the appli- 
cations, except in regard to vehicle allo- 
cation and certain football tours. about 
which they requested more information. 


BIG RETURN FOR LOW COST 

I was surprising that some garage pro-

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More Vehicles To Beat Breakdowns 


ECAUSE vehicles were off the road 
owing to breakdowns and main- 
tenance, Walsh Bros. and Co., Ltd., 
Manchester, were unable to cope with all 
the recent demands made by their 
customers. This was the basis of their 
application to add three vehicles of 104 
tons to their B licence before Mr. A. H. 
Jolliffe, the North Western Deputy 
Licensing Authority, at Manchester, last 
week. 

One of the vehicles was already in 
possession of the applicants on short-term 
B licence and they wanted this to carry 
building plant and building materials, 
road-construction plant and road 
materials within 25 miles of base. The 
other two vehicles were to be used only 
when “any vehicle authorized on the A 
or contract-A licences issued to Walsh 
Bros. or the B licence issued to H. Evers 
and Co., Ltd., had been temporarily with- 
drawn for service or repair.” 

Mr. J. A. Dunkerley, for the applicants, 
said Walsh Bros. and Evers were closely 
associated and submitted figures showing 
that all the vehicles at present in the pos- 
session of the two companies were fully 
utilized. 

Mr. S. McGivern, the secretary of both 
the companies, said the type of traffic 
carried could not be transported by rail. 
To deal with all the work they were 
offered they had to sub-contract a great 
deal and in 1959 alone had paid out 
£64,000. 

Representatives of J. Laing and Sons. 
Ltd., and James Cadman and Sons, 
Ltd., both building contracting organiza- 
tions, said they relied on Walsh Bros. to 
carry their specialized traffic. On two 
occasions they had refused loads because 
vehicles had broken down. There were 
few available vehicles in the area capable 
of carrying heavy building plant and they 
relied solely on Walsh Bros. 

Mr. S. Timmins, objecting for the 
British Transport Commission, said he 


would be satisfied if the condition * build- 
ing plant to or from _ constructional 
sites’ was attached to the normal user of 
the first vehicle, but he did not think there 
was sufficient evidence to merit the 
granting of the two maintenance vehicles. 

Mr. Jolliffe granted the vehicle for the 
constructional work and one of the 
maintenance units.

Witnesses *“‘Got At,’’ says Haulier 


HE hearing of Siddle C. Cook, Ltd. who applied for three vehicles—two 
articulated and one flat—had been adjourned last month (The Commercial Motor, 
January 15) at the request of the objectors, the British Transport Commission, to 
enable them to study the detailed figures which had been handed in by the applicants 


during the inquiry. 

Cross-examined by Mr. J. L. R. Croft, 
for the objectors, Mr. S. C. Cook, manag- 
ing director of the applicant company, 
said British Railways had been “ getting 
at” his customers and, because of this, 
they were reluctant to supply witnesses. 
He had requested Head Wrightson’s to 
supply a witness, but they had declined. 
“They have a big job for British Rail- 
ways at Leamside and they don’t want 
it to prejudice their order.” They had 
to keep on happy relations with the 
railways. 

Vickers-Armstrong (Shipbuilders), Ltd., 
were going to send a witness to attend 
the last hearing until “ got at” by the 
railways. Asked to elaborate on this, 
he said he had been informed that nego- 
tiations were going on with the railways 
concerning the cost of putting a siding 
into their works at Hebburn, and they 


did not want to attend in case it preju- 
diced the cost at all. 

Referring to a letter written by Dorman 
Long to the Licensing Authority, in 
which it was stated that arrangements 
had been made with British Road Ser- 
vices to supply additional vehicles, Mr. 
Croft asked Mr. Cook if he would accept 
that B.R.S. vehicles were now operating 
out of Dorman Long’s carrying the 
longer steel. Mr. Cook said he could not 
accept that: “It is very funny that they 
can bring vehicles to do this work, yet I 
cannot have any.” 

In reply to a suggestion that it was 
the “old, old story” of trying to get 
vehicles on A licence so that they could 
carry return loads, instead of, as at 
present, operating under contract licences, 
Mr. Cook said that if B.R.S. had the 
vehicles to supply him, he would hire 


them. Mr. Croft: “ At the usual com- 
mission?” Mr. Cook: “I would even 
pay them and take it out of the profits 
of my own vehicles, to satisfy my 
customers.” 

Re-examined by Mr. T. H. Campbell 
Wardlaw, who represented him, Mr. Cook 
said that while he was criticized for not 
having any support from his customers, 
he had noticed in “ A. and D.” that seven 
additional vehicles had been granted to a 
nearby haulier (Wilfred Whites’ Transport 
Services, Ltd., of Tow Law) without the 
matter even being referred to a public 
inquiry; three vehicles had also been 
granted recently in Barrow-in-Furness 
without any evidence of customer 
support. 

Submitting that there was no case to 
answer, Mr. Croft said that Mr. Cook’s 
suggestion that his customers were brow- 
beaten or blackmailed into not sending 
witnesses was too contemptible to deserve 
consideration. The letters should be com- 
pletely and utterly disregarded. B.R.S. 
had undertaken to supply Dorman Long 
with vehicles and there was any amount 
of railway wagon availability at all the 
large works in the area. 

The Deputy Licensing Authority said 
the real point was whether he was entitled 
to make a grant in circumstances when 
he had only letters before him. How- 
ever, taking everything into account, and 
bearing in mind the Tribunal’s judgment 
in the case of Tufnell’s Ltd., and the 
B.T.C., where similar circumstances pre- 
vailed, he proposed to grant two articu- 
lated vehicles only.

Thornaby-on-Tees, to add three articulated vehicles capable of 
conversion into special-type steel carrying vehicles (The Commercial 
Motor, January 22) immediately followed the Siddle Cook hearing. 
Granting the use of two further vehicles, Mr. Duncan observed that not 
only had a customer the right to choose between road and rail haulage, 
he also was entitled to decide to whom he would entrust the work. 


Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, who 
represented the independent objecting 
hauliers, Siddle C. Cook, Ltd., Sunter 
Brothers and A. Stevens and Co. (Haul- 
age), objected to further figures being 
handed in to the Authority after the 
closing of their case and after his sub- 
mission that there was no prima facie 
case for the objectors to answer. 

He submitted that the only course open 
to the Authority was to refuse the applica- 
tion and for the applicants to make a 
further application, if they wished. Mr. 
Duncan said he was not prepared to do 
that—“ This is not a pleasant little 
forensic game that we play. I have to 
get at the facts.” 

Two witnesses were called on behalf 
of the British Transport Commission by 
Mr. I. Robey, who represented them. 

Mr. G. Wallstrand, branch manager 
of B.R.S., Stockton, said there were 97 
vehicles based at Stockton, but vehicles 
were on call elsewhere. Several of the 
applicant’s customers were also customers 
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of B.R.S. and while normally they had 
sufficient vehicles to cater for them, they 
could also bring in foreign-based vehicles. 

With regard to Dorman Long, they 
had arranged to supply vehicles, prior to 
the recent applications. They had ordered 
three long trailers and had taken delivery 
of one already. Until the three vehicles 
were actually operating, it was difficult 
to assess Dorman Long’s needs at all. 

Cross-examined by Mr. B. G. Mont- 
gomery. for Walker’s, Mr. Wallstrand 
said B.R.S. had made no applications in 
the Traffic Area with regard to the 
vehicles they were going to operate to 
carry long pieces of steel. They were 
utilizing the prime movers that they 
already had in possession. They had for 
some time had two other vehicles work- 
ing out of Dorman Long’s. Evidence, 
given on behalf of British Railways, 
claimed there was plenty of wagon 
availability on Tees-side. 

Mr. Wardlaw submitted that the carry- 
ing of longer loads of steel was a 


completely new departure on the part of 
Walker’s, who had conceded that at 
present they had no vehicles in their 
possession capable of carrying such loads. 
He respectfully disagreed with Mr. 
Duncan that a case had been made out 
“ of some sort.” If, however, a grant was 
to be made, he asked that it should be 
limited to vehicles which would not bring 
the applicants into competition with those 
whom he represented. 

Giving his decision, Mr. Duncan said 
he was satisfied, from the figures and the 
letters of support, that a case had been 
established. Dorman Long’s had indicated 
that they did not require any other 
hauliers to carry long-length material, and 
he could see no other evidence with 
regard to long-length steel before him. 
He had to bear in mind that hauliers who 
had been in this class of business—and he 
included British Railways and B.R.S— 
required protection. Not only could the 
customer decide whether or not he would 
send his goods by road or rail, but also 
to whom he would entrust the work. 

He was prepared to grant two “ ordin- 
ary” vehicles similar in type to those 
already being operated by the applicants. 
Mr. Montgomery indicated that his clients 
would accept the decision and a grant 
was made of two articulated vehicles. 
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Success of Quay 


Bureau 

EARLY 66,000 vehicles have taken 

delivery of goods from the Man- 
chester Ship Canal’s quays and sheds 
since the revised quay-delivery bureau 
opened a year ago. 

The bureau’s function is to collate 
requirements for ex-quay delivery, in 
collaboration with importers, agents and 
haulage Contractors, and to see that 
“advised” vehicles get preferential 
attention at the berths during certain 
periods. 

Commenting upon the year’s working, 
the Manchester Ship Canal Co. say in 
a statement: “This is a femarkably 
satisfactory and progressive step towards 
the more economical use of road trans- 
port, with consequential benefits to all 
concerned.” 


OLD BASCULE BRIDGE TO BE 
REPLACED 
NEW bridge is to replace an old 
hand-operated bascule bridge at 
Haddiscoe. near Great Yarmouth, on the 
Al43. The new structure will carry the 
road over a branch railway and eliminate 
the use of a level crossing which is used 
by more than 4,000 vehicles a day. 

Work on the new bridge will start in 
the spring. The old bridge was built in 
the early part of the last century and 
vehicles weighing over 5 tons have not 
been allowed to use it. 

Another bridge subject to a weight 
limit, where the A143 crosses the River 
Waveney, is to be strengthened so that 
the restriction will eventually go. This 
work should be finished within 15 months. 


Al MODERNIZATION 

ORK on the modernization of a 

further four miles of the Great 
North Road, in the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, is to start immediately. A 
contract, costing £748,000, has _ been 
awarded to George Wimpey and Co., 
Ltd. for the construction of a second 
carriageway between Redhouse and West- 
bridge. 

A sum of £1.85m. is to be spent on 
improving the Al by building a 
Grantham by-pass, and widening the 
existing road between the Witham bridge 
and the cross-roads at Little Ponton. 
This work should be finished in 1962.

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Court Order Holiday 
Money Payment 


HE Industrial Court have ordered a 

C-licensee to pay holiday money to 
a driver who gave notice. The driver was 
Mr. Gerald Clements and his employers 
were P. T. Bishop and Co., 136 High 
Street, Whitton, Middx. 

Mr. Clements said he was employed by 
Bishop’s from September 2, 1957, to May 
30, 1959. When he left his basic weekly 
wage was £9 15s. He was paid no holiday 
money when he terminated his employ- 
ment after a week’s notice. The employers 
said Mr, Clements had arranged to take 
his holiday from July 4-18. 1959. If the 
law required them to pay holiday money, 
they would do so. 

The Court found that he should have 
received accrued holiday remuneration 
under R.H.(66) comprising two weeks’ 
pay for the 12 months to April 30, 1959, 
and a sixth of a week’s pay for the month 
of May, 1959. 


OWED BANK £4,684 
N the petition of the National Pro- 
vincial Bank, Ltd., creditors for 
£4,684, an order for the compulsory 
winding-up of Express Coachcraft, Ltd., 
was made on Monday by Mr. Justice 
Buckley in the Chancery Division.

On the Halewood site, Ford intend to 
build a £25m. integrated car plant 
capable of producing 200,000 vehicles a 
year. 





RAILWAY TRAFFIC UP 
OODS and passenger traflic carried 
by British Railways continues to 

increase. During the four weeks ended 
January 16, the amount of steel carried 
from the principal steelworks totalled 
733,000 tons, a rise of about 39 per cent. 
compared with the same period last year. 

Goods traflic carried during the four 
weeks ended January 24 showed an 
increase of 11.2 per cent. 

Although comparable passenger 
receipts during the first four weeks of 
1960 showed an advance of £840,000, the 
railways claim that only part of this 
improvement resulted from fares 
increases.

Transfer from Purfleet Approved 


WELVE Cheltenham haulage contrac- 

tors appeared as objectors at Bristol 
on Monday when Holmes Transport 
(Cheltenham), Ltd., applied to Mr. S. W. 
Nelson. Western Licensing Authority, to 
operate three articulated vehicles from 
base instead of from Purfleet, where they 
had been operated previously by British 
Road Services. 

Mr. McGregor Johnson said the appli- 
cant, Mr. Reginald Holmes, was_ the 
present holder of a special A_ licence 
for the three vehicles which he acquired 
last year intending to go into business 
with Alexander Patterson and Co., Ltd., 
London. The company was not formed, 
however, and he now wanted to transfer 
the operation of the vehicles to a base 
at Cheltenham. 

Mr. Johnson said the issue was 
whether the vehicles could conveniently 
serve the areas in which they normally 
operated as well from Cheltenham as 
from London or Purfleet, where they 
were last used. 


Cross-examined by Mr. T. D. Corpe, 
for the objectors, Mr. Holmes admitted 
he had “superimposed” traffic in the 
Cheltenham area which was not there 
before, carrying goods which might 
previously have been carried by the 
objectors. 

Mr. Corpe: “A _ bit hard on the 
Cheltenham operators that somebody 
should import vehicles from London and 
impose competition on them: which they 
did not have before?” 

Mr. Holmes said he had no garage at 
Cheltenham. The vehicles were kept 
outside the drivers’ homes when _ they 
were not engaged. 

Mr. Nelson said the question was: 
Could the vehicles from Cheltenham 
serve the same areas as from London? 

Giving his decision in favour of the 
applicant, Mr. Nelson said: “I am sorry, 
in a way, for the Cheltenham operators 
who now have these vehicles planted on 
their doorsteps. but it is quite clear that 
I must grant this application.” 
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Two Applicants Seek Bankrupt’s 

App p 
Licence: Four-figure Offer 

Sees applicants who wished to take over the business of a bankrupt 


haulier clashed before Mr. J. 


A. T. Hanlon, Northern Licensing 


Authority, at Carlisle last week, when they applied for licences to continue 


the business. 


Asked by Mr. Hanlea why two persons 
were making applications when the 
official receiver had already accepted a 
tender offer from Mr. William Smith, 
Haltwhistle, Northumberland, Mr. T. H. 
Campbell Wardlaw, who appeared for 
him, explained that the other application 
was from a Mrs. Bell. 

“* She is a disgruntled bidder who heard 
about the business being offered for 
sale later in the day than Mr. Smith, and 
after the official receiver had accepted 
Mr. Smith’s offer,” he said. 

Mr. J. S. Blair, for Mrs. Bell, said 
that his client had been in the picture 
from the very beginning and had been a 
bidder from the start. 

Mr. Campbell Wardlaw said that his 
client was applying for a B licence under 
Section 11(3)(b) of the -1933 Act, con- 
sequent upon the takeover of the business 
of Messrs. Lewins and Barker, against 
whom a receiving order had been issued 
on December 16, last year. 

The official receiver had invited tenders 
for the purchase of the business, which 
had been active until the bankruptcy. 
Tenders were received, and that of Mr. 
Smith—which was the highest—had been 
accepted. An application was then sub- 
mitted by Mr. Smith in accordance with 
the provisions of Regulation 22 of the 
Goods Vehicles (Licences and Prohibi- 
tions) Regulations. 

It was explained by Mr. D. Atkinson, 
official receiver, that one of the two 
vehicles in the business was being 
operated under a hiring agreement at 
the time of the bankruptcy. He had 
taken steps on behalf of the creditors 
to see if the vehicle could be purchased. 
He had received an unfavourable reply 
and the vehicle was taken back by them. 


Hire-purchase Agreement 


Referring to an application form in 
respect of the vehicle, signed by Mr. 
Barker, which stated that the vehicle was 
“in possession under a_hire-purchase 
agreement,” Mr. Hanlon said that 
hauliers ought to be warned publicly 
that they had no right to specify on 
a licence a vehicle in their possession 
under a hire-purchase agreement, if it 
were, in fact, only an agreement to hire. 

Mr. Atkinson said that he had only 
recently completed the public examina- 
tion of Barker and had been under the 
impression, until it had been pointed 
out to him, that the vehicle was the sub- 
ject of a hire-purchase agreement. Mr. 
Hanlon said that if the official receiver 
were satisfied, there was no need for him 
to take any action under Section 9 (4). 

Continuing, Mr. Atkinson said that he 
had offered the whole of the business 
for sale, including the goodwill for the 
two vehicles. He confirmed receipt of a 
four-figure offer from Mrs. Bell. 
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The best course to take was to publish 
the application, said Mr. Hanlon. As 
the business had been run at a loss, it 
might have been a result of wasteful 
competition. He considered the. best 
thing was to grant Mr. Smith a short- 
term licence, in the meantime. 

He could make no grant to Mrs. Bell, 
because there was no continuation of the 
business so far as she was concerned, 
under Section 11(3)(b). If she wished to 
apply, and have it published, there was 
no reason why she should not do so. 

Mr. Wardlaw disagreed with Mr. 
Hanlon. Mr. Smith was entitled, under 
Regulation 22, to the grant of a licence 
for two vehicles, and the Authority had 
no discretion in the matter provided the 
procedure in the regulation had been 
carried out, he submitted. 

Mr. Hanlon pointed out that the time 
for the procedure to have been carried 
out under that regulation was within a 
month of the bankruptcy. A short-term 
licence for one vehicle was granted to 
Mr. Smith. 


LOST COAL CONTRACT 
LED TO BANKRUPTCY 


HE withdrawal of a contract to trans- 

port coal for Carlisle power station 
was the final blow to a tottering haulage 
business. It led to the appearance, at a 
Carlisle bankruptcy court last week, of 
Mr. Stanley Barker, Rose Hill, Gilsland, 
once a partner in the firm of Messrs. 
Lewins and Barker. 

Mr. J. F. Beaty, the registrar, heard 
that at the end of a 16-year fight to save 
the business, Barker now had gross 
liabilities of £3,495 with a deficiency of 
£2,928. 

Barker said he took a half-share in the 
business run by his late stepfather, Mr. 
Lewins. From the start, the business was 
insolvent, with liabilities of £800-£1,000, 
and the only assets were three old lorries. 

Nevertheless, he managed to make a 
living wage. When his stepfather died, 
his mother took over the share and con- 
tributed £200 additional capital. But 
when the power-station contract was lost, 
payments for a new lorry failed, so he 
started a retail coal business. 

On the application of Mr. D. Atkinson, 
official receiver, the examination closed. 
ONE IN THREE OVERLOADED 

ORE than one in every three lorries 
stopped for road checks in Notting- 
hamshire were found to be overloaded, 
Mr. Thomas Gregory, chief county 
weights and measures officer, has revealed 
to the county council. 

Mr. Gregory was reporting on an 
exploratory survey carried out by his 
department between June and December 
last year. Of 269 vehicles stopped, 173 
were weighed and _ 106 prosecutions 
followed. 
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Authority Misled, 
Tribunal Told 


HEN the British Transport Com- 

mission appealed to the Transport 
Tribunal in London, last week, against 
the renewal of a B licence with modified 
conditions to Mr. C. D. Owens, Mortimers 
Cross, Herefords, it was stated that the 
West Midland Licensing Authority had 
been misled. 

Mr. G. P. Crowe, for the B.T.C., said 
that when Mr. Owens applied to carry 
soft fruit and new potatoes within 150 
miles, the Authority allowed him to lead 
evidence given in support of an unsuc- 
cessful application for similar terms on 
an A licence. Nobody, however, had a 
transcript of the evidence at this hearing, 
and there was confusion among all 
parties as to what had been said. 

During the hearing of the B-licence 
application, a railway witness was cross- 
examined about difficulties in dealing 
with soft fruit, but it was not made clear 
that these did not apply to new potatoes. 
The Authority had therefore gained the 
impression that the Commission’s assent 
to the carriage of soft fruit by the 
respondent also applied to the transport 
of new potatoes. 

Sir Hubert Hull. president, announcing 
the dismissal of the appeal, said that the 
Tribunal thought that it would be unfair 
to upset the decision. It would be highly 
undesirable not to uphold a grant in terms 
not induced by any irregularity by the 
applicant. 


WEIGHT DIFFERENCES “ GROSSLY 
EXAGGERATED ” 

HE British Transport Commission, in 

appealing against a _ substitution 
grant of two articulated vehicles for three 
rigids, had grossly exaggerated the differ- 
ence in carrying capacity of the two 
groups of vehicles, Mr. J. R. C. Samuel- 
Gibbon told the Transport Tribunal in 
London last week. 

He was representing Baker’s Transport 
(Southampton), Ltd., respondents to an 
appeal by the B.T.C. against a decision 
of the South Eastern Licensing Authority 
(The Commercial Motor, last week). 

Baker’s had given up _ considerable 
flexibility by surrendering the rigids, he 
claimed. To the suggestion that vehicles 
of the company’s A-licensed fleet were not 
fully employed, Mr. Samuel-Gibbon 
observed: “They would not have sub- 
contracted more than £18,000-worth of 
work if their vehicles could have done 
"ag 

For the B.T.C., Mr. D. L. McDonnell 
had claimed that no increase in carrying 
capacity should have been allowed 
without evidence of need. 

Decision was reserved.

had been done in vehicles licensed for 
it culminated in an adjournment of the 
hearing of an application by J. Dixon, 
Ltd.. Durham, at Newcastle upon Tyne, 
last week. 

The company sought to switch 10 
vehicles from contract-A to B licence and 
were opposed by 10 local hauliers and 
British Railways. ‘Mr. T. H. Campbell 
Wardlaw, for Dixon, told Mr. J. A. T. 
Hanlon, Northern Licensing Authority. 
that they operated 35 vehicles on B 
licence, one on A and 15 on contract-A 
to Derek Crouch (Contractors), Ltd.. 
Peterborough. 

Because the National Coal Board had 
decided to decrease opencast coal mining 
in the north-east, Crouch now wished to 
end their contract. They were prepared 
to provide some work from other 
schemes. If the application were granted. 
the contract-A licence would be surren- 
dered. 

Mr. W. L. Cogle, general manager, said 
that the entire fleet, comprised of tippers, 
had been engaged on work mainly con- 
cerned with opencast mining. The 
carriage of agricultural lime, for shipment 
from West Hartlepool to Scotland, started 
in 1957. It averaged 1,000 tons or two 
shiploads per week throughout the year. 
Approximately 12 vehicles were required 
per ship, but sometimes more were used 


Railways Oppose 


HE chief rates clerk of British Rail- 

ways, Bristol, was rebuked by Mr. 
S. W. Nelson, Western Licensing 
Authority, when he objected to an appli- 
cation by an owner-driver for the 
variation of a B licence, at Bristol last 
week. 

Mr. Nelson told the official, Mr. R. 
Smith: “You were aware that this 
applicant was asking to carry aircraft 
components. He is only a small operator 
and you represent a very large company. 
You should have brought the carryings 
of your company with you today so that 
I might see the position—and, 
again, you have the advantage 
of being represented.” 

The applicant, Mr. John 
Maurice Hillier, of Dudley 
Grove, Bristol, sought to vary 
the licence to carry aircraft 
components from 15 miles to 
50 miles. This was necessary, 
he said, because a_ recent 
merger of the Bristol Siddeley 
Engines required deliveries to 
be made to Cheltenham. 
Gloucester and Keevil.

as ships had to be loaded in five to six 
hours. 

Mr. Hanlon pointed out that Dixon 
had only five vehicles with conditions 
allowing the carriage of lime until a 
variation in October, 1959, added “* chemi- 
cals.” Although lime could be described 
as a chemical, if he had known the 
company’s intention the variation would 
not have been granted without prior 
publication. 

During 1957-58, he added, the figures 
showed thaf the company earned £6,600 
for this work, despite having only five 
vehicles authorized to do it, and hiring 
was almost nil in several months. There 
were also discrepancies in the figures. 
Gross receipts were £22,000 less than the 
total of work for principal customers in 
1957-58, and £8,000 less in 1958-59. 

Mr. Cogle explained that differences 
in the figures were accounted for by the 
sale of red shale, which could not be 
extracted from transport costs without 
great difficulty. The carriage of lime in 
1957-58 was before he joined the 
company, he added. 

Many hauliers in the north-east were 
affected by the Board’s policy and there 
was now a surplus of tippers, said Mr. I. 
Robey, for the objectors. He sought an 
adjournment for clarification. 

Mr. Hanlon said he would require 
properly separated figures, and an expla- 
nation of how the lime had been carried.

His application was opposed by Mr. R. 
Mercer, for British Railways and British 
Road Services, who intimated that if the 
application were restricted to these three 
towns it would meet the objection of 
British Road Services. but not the rail- 
ways. 

The Licensing Authority said he would 
grant the application and protect the 
interests of private-enterprise hauliers. 
The variation was restricted to operation 
to Cheltenham. Gloucester and Keevil, 
and not within a general radius of 50 
miles. 
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Gas Board Design 
‘ : 
Special Coke Van 
AVING the outward appearance of 
a boxvan, a Thames Trader with 
means for the mechanical discharge of a 
44-ton load of coke has been put into 
service by the North Western Gas Board. 
It is based on a 5-ton chassis and was 
built to the Board’s own design. 

Screened by the upright body panelling 
is a hopper, loaded through an aperture 
in the roof, A conveyor lies between the 
chassis members, and this feeds material 
from the hopper towards the rear of the 
vehicle. A secondary conveyor of a 
belt type is retracted underneath the 
primary conveyor when the vehicle is in 
motion. 

When unloading takes place, the 
secondary conveyor is drawn out and 
located on a turntable which enables it 
to be slewed through 180 degrees. 
Vertical elevation is by means of a 
hydraulic jib. 

Sliding panels in the outer panelling 
give access to the jib-lifting pump, the 
hydraulic fuel tank and, for maintenance 
purposes, the primary conveyor. 


DUMPMASTERS FOR SALFORD 
NE of the first municipal authorities 
in this country to use Dempster 

Dumpmaster refuse-carrying bodies will 
be Salford City Council. Their cleansing 
department should be putting three Foden 
eight-wheelers with Dumpmaster bodies 
into service later this year. 

The Dumpmaster body, which was 
described in The Commercial Motor 
dated December 4, 1959, is built by the 
Powell Duffryn Engineering Co., Ltd., 
under licence from Dempster  Bros., 
U.S.A. It employs a five-stage hydraulic 
ram acting on a rearward-moving barrier 
to compress certain types of refuse to a 
third of their free volume. 

Refuse is loaded through a trap in the 
roof of the square-section body by an 
overhead chute, or by overloader arms 
attached to the vehicle. The Salford 
bodies are unlikely to have these arms 
because, at present, the low-mounted 
pivot points for them cannot be recon- 
ciled with the position of the second 
steering axle on cight-wheelers.

Down by 0.8% 


ASSENGER journeys by the British 
Transport Commission’s provincial 
and Scottish bus companies were 0.8 per 
cent. lower last year than in 1958. The 
Tilling Group showed a drop of 0.5 per 
cent. and the Scottish Group 1.2 per cent. 
Mileage declined by 0.3 per cent. There 
was no change in the Tilling Group’s 
mileage, but the Scottish bus companies 
recorded a decrease of 0.8 per cent. At 
the end of the year the provincial and 
Scottish companies had 14,025 buses, of 
which 7,082 were single-deckers and 
6,943 were double-deckers. 

London Transport’s coach and bus 
traffic rose by 13.6 per cent., but trolley- 
bus passengers decreased by 0.1 per cent. 
Coach and bus mileage rose by 8.2 per 
cent., but trolleybus mileage fell by 
6.4 per cent. These figures are affected 
by the London bus strike in 1958. 


80 LEYLANDS FOR SOUTHDOWN 
IFTY Titan and 30 Leopard chassis 
have been ordered from Leyland 
Motors, Ltd., by Southdown Motor 
Services, Ltd. The value of the chassis 
is more than £230,000. The operators, 
who already own more than 8g00 
Leylands, are at present taking delivery 
of 15 Tiger Cubs and 20 Titans. 

The Tiger Cubs—which will have 37 
seats—will be used on tours, and 69-seat 
Titans on services in Brighton and 
Portsmouth.

NEWPORT TO SEEK INCREASES? 
RECOMMENDATION by Newport 
Transport Department for fares 

increases to produce an estimated extra 
£50,000 a year is to be considered by the 
council. 

The plan is to raise schoolchidren’s 
fares by 4d., those of old-age pensioners 
by Id. and all other fares by 4d. Charges 
would also be made for pushchairs and 
dogs. 

The undertaking’s accumulated deficit 
last April was £16,855, and an estimated 
£8,270 will have to be added for the 
current year’s working. An extension to 
one service, already approved, may 
involve a further loss of £2,000-£3.000. 
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The joint application was to vary the 
present route by using MI _ between 
Coventry and Dunstable, said Mr. F. D. 
Walker, for the companies. A shorter 
route would be taken from St. Albans 
via Elstree, Brent and Maida Vale to 
Victoria Coach Station. 

To prevent the loss of facilities to 
the public in the areas on the old route, 
the applicants sought to co-ordinate their 
services with those of Scout Motor 
Services, Ltd., and J. C. Standerwick, 
Ltd., from Blackpool and Colne, he 
added. The introduction of new picking- 
up points and through fares, based on an 
interchange of passengers at Newcastle 
under Lyme, was proposed. 

Objecting to a  Scout-Standerwick 
application to vary fare tables and intro- 
duce new picking-up points, Mr. P. 
Kershaw, for British Railways, said that 
it would result in a new direct express 
service from Blackpool and Preston to 
Rugby. Objection was withdrawn fol- 
lowing an undertaking that Rugby would 
not be advertised as a destination, and 
through fares would not be shown from 
Blackpool and Preston. 

The Commissioners approved the pro- 
posals in principle, said Mr. F, William- 
son, chairman, but decision would be 
reserved pending hearings in other areas. 
There would be no objection to the 
acceptance of bookings, he added.

HE Europabus London-Dover express

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Combined Operations 
in North Scotland 


LANS by the Scottish Area Board 

of the British Transport Commission 
to preserve the railway line north of 
Inverness, and to improve long-distance 
passenger and goods services, are to be 
implemented in a road-rail co-ordination 
scheme which will come into effect 
towards the end of next month. 

The railways will concentrate on long- 
distance services and leave buses to 
provide short-distance and intermediate 
facilities. 

The Commission’s scheme, which has 
been approved by the Transport Users’ 
Consultative Committee, involves co-ordi- 
nation with Highland Omnibuses, Ltd., 
who have a_ general’ manager at 
Inverness. 

He and the railway traffic manager for 
the northern division are to examine their 
respective services with a view to 
improving co-ordination, and have 
agreed to maintain close liaison on future 
developments. 

Plans are being made, for example, 
to provide improved bus services for 
people at Embo and Dornoch when the 
branch railway service closes—although 
the timetable will be “highly unprofit- 
able.” Also, better connections will be 
provided for passengers between rail and 
bus stations in Inverness. 

Cartage facilities are also under review 
and arrangements are in hand for 
adequate goods collection and delivery 
services at Muir of Ord and Bonar 
Bridge to deal with traffic arising at 
Fortrose and Dornoch. 


FEDERATION BACK DISC 
PARKING SYSTEM 
HE proposed traffic-warden experi- 
ment should include the parking-disc 
system, say the British Road Federation. 
In their current Bulletin, the Federation 
welcome the Government’s decision to 
recruit a corps of traffic wardens and 
to try a system of ticket fines for traffic 
offences. 

The Federation state: “‘ Since wardens’ 
duties are to be related to parking 
offences, it becomes imperative that 
drivers should know much more clearly 
than at present where they can park and 
for how long.” 


MORE STAFF NEEDED 
N order to establish a 44-hour work- 
ing week, a further 125 bus drivers 
and conductors would be needed by 
Derby Transport Department, reports Mr. 
J. E. Frith, general manager. 

The department are experiencing their 
worst-ever staff shortage. With a total 
of 496 men employed in January, the 
figure has shown a drop of 33 since last 
March. 


VANISHING TRAMS 

RAMS will be withdrawn from

Street, Glasgow, in June. One service 
will be re-routed and another replaced by 
buses. Trams will give way to buses on 
the Maryhill-Baillieston route in 
November. 
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Excursion Operators Oppose 
Yelloway With Railways 


XCURSION operators and British Railways joined forces 
last week to object to an application by Yelloway Motor 
Services, LtJ., for unlimited duplication on their Rochdale- 


Cheltenham express service at Easter. 


Mr. Hubert Allen, general manager, admitted to Mr. P. 
Kershaw. for British Railways, who objected, that three dis- 
pensations for Easter, 1959, had been granted because booking 
Mr. Allen agreed that 


agents had exceeded their aHocations. 
they should not be used as a basis for 
further applications. 

From May 1-October 30, the service 
ran between Rochdale and Torquay 
without restriction, but for the remainder 
of the year it operated only between 
Rochdale and Cheltenham, connecting 
with services of Associated Motorways. 
This was restricted to not more than one 
duplicate on each departure, except at 
Christmas. 

Only 16 per cent. of winter traffic was 
booked through to seaside resorts, and 
the application could not affect excursion 
operators. he claimed. Witnesses would 
be called to show that trains were 
crowded to the limit. Since the licence 
had been granted, in 1953, Yelloway had 
refused substantial bookings at Easter. 

Mr. Kershaw pointed out that the 
Commissioners were being asked to give 
carte blanche for 15 days because trains 
were full on Good Friday and Easter 
Monday. For the operator objectors. 
Stanley Spencer Tours (Manchester), 
Ltd., Happiway Tours (Manchester), Ltd., 
and Smith’s Tours (Wigan), Ltd., Mr. J. 
Backhouse said that Yelloway’s 1959 
figures showed they had turned away 
bookings on six occasions. Three of 
these were on days when dispensations 
were operating. The company were not 
overloaded during the remainder of the 
Easter period. 

Express operators complained that 
excursion operators abstracted from their 
services, said Mr. Backhouse. “ Now 
the boot is on the other foot,’ he 
observed. 

Fantail tours were not entitled to 
protection from express services, claimed 
Mr. F. D. Walker. for Yelloway. The 
service was on a main trunk route to the 
south and west. It was in the public 
interest that unlimited duplication should 
be extended. 

Mr. F. Williamson, chairman, said that 
the service was one which had always 
been subject to limitation by the Minister 
of Transport to protect the railways, but 
the Commissioners could not ignore the 
experience of witnesses who had travelled 
by train at Easter.

Staircase Gives Room 
for Conductor 


HE front staircase of a type of 

double-decker being built by Massey 
Bros. (Pemberton), Ltd., Wigan, allows 
space behind the driver's compartment 
where the conductor may stand without 
obstructing the driver's view of the 
entrance or the flow of passengers. 

Three buses of this kind are being 
based on Leyland Titan chassis for 
Morecambe and Heysham Transport 
Department, and two for Baxter’s Bus 
Services, Ltd., Airdrie. The municipal 
vehicles will be 64-seaters and _ the 
company’s 56-seaters. 

The staircase has a Y formation. with 
two branches leading to the upper deck. 
It rises straight to the off side of the 
upper deck to about 2 ft, from that level, 
where the left fork takes passengers to 
the front row of seats, and the right 
fork to the gangway along the sides of 
the other seats. 

The front entrance is 3 ft. 6-in. wide 
and is enclosed by a fast-action sliding 
door operated by Peters air-pressure 
equipment under the control of the 
driver. There is a window in the bottom 
of the door through which the driver can 
see the kerb. Passengers climb two 
shallow steps to the lower deck. 

Another unusual feature is the provi- 
sion of four Perspex peach panels in the 
roof. Each measures 4 ft. by 2 ft.

Nelson, chairman of the Western Traffic 
Commissioners, declared last week that 
employers who provided transport for 
workpeople had a right to accept the 
lowest tender. 

The Commissioners were _ hearing 
applications from Mr. E. A. Beardon, 
Tiverton, and Mr. P. J. Berry and Mr. 
J. G. Hemmings, Bradford-on-Tone, 
Taunton, to run separate services for 
workers from Culmstock, Burlescombe 
and Bishop’s Lydiard to Wellington. 

They were opposed by three operators, 
Mr. R. C. Hatton, Bowerman Tours, Ltd., 
and Mr. P. P. F. Sharland, who had run 
the services until the end of last year. 
Mr. Sharland said that he had operated 
only since September, 1959, before losing 
his contract. 

Mr. Rupert Yates, for Fox, stated that 
eight different bus companies were 
employed for the work. They had found 
no fault with previous services, but it 
was economic to ask for tenders each 
year. Contracts had no specified periods, 
he added. 

Recurring competition would affect the 
public in the long run, said Mr. Sharland, 
who added that he objected on principle. 

Granting all three applications, Mr. 
Nelson observed that there should be a 
free market in these matters. Competi- 
tion served to keep operators on their 
toes. The company should give their 
contracts, wherever possible,’ to people 
running the rural services, he added.

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BUSES—4A Vital Part of the 
Canadian Scene : 


ANCOUVER, let me say right away, 

is not Victoria. This fact may be 

well known to the overwhelming 
majority of non-Canadian British, but I 
confess the full force of it did not make 
a real impact on my mind until I flew 
to both cities. 

Victoria, British Columbia’s capital 
city, is a tranquil place where the hurly- 
burly of commercial and industrial life 
seems bad form—and that in a country 
where no amount of what the English 
regard as “bad form” is allowed to 
impede progress. 

It does not boast of its size, riches and 
the rest of the matters which Canadians 
seem to think worth boasting about. 
But Victorians will tell you that their 
city is the most English in all Canada 
and that if you call at the Empress Hotel 
around 5 p.m. you will observe the 
inhabitants drinking tea while listening to 
the Palm Court Orchestra. 

All of which adds up to this: Victoria 
is, par excellence, a tourist centre and a 
substantial part of the local transport 
system is geared to tourist business 





More than half a million visitors go to 
Victoria each year. They arrive from 
the mainland by ship from Vancouver— 
the ferry takes about four hours because 
it calls at several other places en route— 
and by air, the flying time from 
Vancouver being about 20 minutes. 


Thriving Services Operated 
in Two British Columbian 
Cities Close in Distance 
but Different in Character 


Vancouver Island Coach Lines, Ltd., 
serve the whole of Vancouver Island with 
what are often said to be the best facilities 
of any similar area in North America. 
The British Columbia Electric Railway 
Co., Ltd., provide a fully modern city 
bus system for Victoria and the Metro- 
politan district. 

When I chatted to Mr. G. C. Parrott, 
general manager and secretary of the 
Vancouver Island Coach Lines, he laid

particular stress upon the de luxe coach 

service, known as the “ Islander Limited,” 

This service connects with the arrival and 

departure of boats from and to Van- 
“ couver at Nanaimo, where there is a 

combined bus and ship terminal. 

Seats are reserved and no passenger 
is admitted (as in aircraft procedure) 
without a boarding pass. The company, 
in conjunction with the shipping opera- 
tors, run a substantial one-day excursion 
business to the island’s beauty spots 
throughout the summer months. The 
average summer load factor is almost 
100 per cent. and this class of business 
increases yearly. In the 10 years ended 
September, 1956, an increase of 122 per 
cent. was achieved. 

The most popular vehicle is General 
Motors’ PD-4104, which has a spectacu- 
lar performance record. Despite severe 
mountain grades and highways under con- 
struction, mileage between breakdowns 

In 839,333 miles 
of operation no repairs have beer 
required on air suspension components— 
just routine valve inspections. 

The first two models of this 
type, delivered in 1954, operated 
an average of 289,401 miles 
before the first re-ring—more 
than 300 per cent. better than 
earlier models. These two 
vehicles have been operating 
100,000 miles a year since they 
went into service. Now the fleet

miles of routes, extending from  Vic- 
toria to the northern road terminus at 
Kelsey Bay, from Duncan to the island’s 
west coast, and from Nanaimo to Port 
Alberni. 

The City of Vancouver presents a very 
different picture, of course. Here is a 
population of some 600,000 to serve with 
public transport in a city with increasing 
industries and commerce. As in Victoria, 
the local system is owned by the British 
Columbia Power Corporation, an organi- 
zation of wide interests, whose new 
21-storey head office, built by a British 
firm of contractors is one of Vancouver's 
chief landmarks. 

They own Pacific Stage Lines, 
which have routes stretching as far as 
Hope. 100 miles out of Vancouver, and 
a total route-mileage of 427. In the city, 
basically three types of coach are used. 
There are 10 old General Motors vehicles, 
some Twin Coaches made by Fageol, 
Kent of Ohio, and Canadian Car, a sub- 
sidiary of the British concern, A. V. Roe. 
Pacific Stage Lines use Canadian Car as 
the backbone of the fleet but they con- 
tinue to operate a few Twin Coaches and 
Fitzjohns. 

In Vancouver City there is one fare 
only (with few exceptions)—13 cents. 
Today buses and trolleybuses only are 
used.

Kariba Project Had to be 

Started from Scratch for 

the Completion of the Dam 
in Four Years

HE Kariba hydro-electric project, one of the greatest 

of this century, is now coming into operation in 

Central Africa and will be formally opened by Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother in May. The work has 
involved a transport contract for £2m. and demonstrated 
that the greater and more imaginative a construction job 
is, the more its progress depends upon successful transport 
arrangements. 

The Kariba dam harnesses the Zambesi river where it 
flows through the Kariba Gorge, some 300 miles down- 
stream from the Victoria Falls on the border between 
Northern and Southern Rhodesia. Its ultimate output of 
electricity will exceed 8,500 kWh. annually. This is more 
than 14 times the amount of current required by London’s 
Underground railway system. 

The gorge itself is steep-sided, and when operations began 
the only access to it was by a game-warden’s track that 
wound for 55 miles through rough veldt from the Salisbury- 
Lusaka road. The loads due to be brought in were the 
heaviest ever seen in this part of Africa. There were no 
road vehicles that could take them available locally, no 
suitable railway wagons, and no cranes large enough at the 
nearest port, Beira, some 500 miles away. 

From March, 1955, when the decision was made to pro- 
ceed with the scheme, to July, 1957, the time was occupied 
with preliminary work. The Federal Power Board placed 
the contracts for the construction of the works with a 
number of contractors who, between them, had to open 
the attack on the transport problems under the general 
supervision of the civil-engineering consultants, Gibb, 
Coyne, Sogei (Kariba) (Pvt.), Ltd.

At the start, the track south to the main road was pass- 
able only by Jeeps or Land-Rovers.

The heaviest transformer weighed 109 tons. This was 
too much for any dock crane in South Africa and so the 
lifting had to be done by the ship’s own derricks. Only 11 
cargo ships with derricks capable of lifting more than 84 
tons were available at this time, so the railway wagons had 
to be at the dock exactly when required. Head Wrightson 
and Co., Ltd., produced a well wagon of all-welded con- 
struction that had two 10-wheeled bogies, each provided 
with a compensating springing system ensuring equal 
loading on all bearing springs. This both conformed with 
Rhodesian Railways’ 3-ft. 6-in. gauge and kept the axle 
loading below the limit of 15 tons per axle. Sliding tops 
on the axle boxes allowed for transverse movement of the 
inner axles on a curve, enabling the wagon to negotiate 
curves down to a minimum radius of 275 ft. 


Transfer from Rail to Road 

At Lions Den railhead, Babcock and Wilcox, Ltd., 
installed a 100-ton Goliath crane for transferring these 
heavy loads from the rail wagons to the road outfits. 

The road problem was even worse than the rail. There 
was a necessary wheel-loading restriction, because of the 
unsuitability of even the main roads for such heavy traffic, 
and the roughness of the terrain through which the access 
roads passed made a small turning circle essential. 

Cranes (Dereham), Ltd., designed a special trailer. It 
had 32 wheels distributed between two identical bogies, 
one at each end. Each bogie had four rows of axles with 
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two rocking axles in each row. The bogies were con- 
nected to the frame of the trailer by a turntable, and each 
bogie could be steered independently, so that the turning 
circle was reduced to a minimum. 

The hydraulic suspension system, by regulating the flow 
of fluid to the cylinder on each axle, enabled the trailer 
to negotiate uneven ground and rough roads, and clear 
bumps and low bridges. This type of trailer was required 
mainly for the transformers and reactors. 


Turbine Runners 

Loads that could not easily be carried by rail were taken 
the whole way from Beira to Kariba on smaller low- 
loaders. They included the drums of 330-kV. cable, which 
had to be kept upright, and the turbine runners—the largest 
single pieces of the hydro-electric turbines—14 ft. wide and 
weighing 56 tons. 

The organization of the transport on the Kariba project 
ranged from killing lions at the outset to setting up a fuel- 
supply depot and a heavy workshop for the maintenance 
of what was eventually the largest fleet of heavy-duty 
vehicles ever assembled in the Federation. 

The first electric. power will flow from Kariba only 
4} years after the first construction contracts were signed. 
When it does it will be ‘a tribute to the measure of 
co-operation between the many companies involved, and 
the perseverance and ingenuity of everyone concerned with 
the problems of transporting a power station into the heart 
of Africa.

The booth, which is 32 ft. long, 15 ft.

All joints, 
including those around the doors, are 
fitted with gaskets to make it completely 
airtight and ensure that air can enter the 
booth only through the banks of filters 
provided. 

Air extraction is effected by a 2-ft. 6-in.

spite of its importance. A Government or a political 

party has to know or guess what people are thinking, 
but there is no infallible method of finding it out in time 
for the information to be of any use. No sooner does a 
public point of view become clear than it tends to lose 
lustre and significance, like a fish out of water. Road 
operators may soon realize the truth of this when they 
come to learn in more detail about the Government’s plans 
for the transport industry. 

The result of the General Election at last made clear 
even to the Socialists that hardly anybody wanted national- 
ization, least of all nationalization of road haulage. Once 
this had been established at the polls, hauliers breathed a 
sigh of relief, and may even have supposed that public 
opinion was permanently in their favour and that they need 
worry no more about it—except possibly until the next 
Election came round. It would be a serious error to remain 
in this state of euphoria for very long. 

Having once shown their hand on the subject of 
nationalization, the public do not give it another thought 
in the context of transport. They have turned their atten- 
tion to other matters such as traffic congestion, where the 
road operator may not automatically expect approval and 
may even encounter active dislike. Evidence of what 
people are thinking may be found in the Press and even 
more so in what is being said by M.P.s, who like to claim 
that they are speaking for their constituents. 

The shift of public opinion, when it is in process of 
settling into some new mould, may be detected not so much 
in the set speeches of politicians as in their remarks off the 
cuff and off the record. They are feeling their way, and are 
careful to make no statement that cannot be contradicted 
or modified if it arouses too much opposition. If it is true 
that politicians lead the people, this does not necessarily 
mean that they actually give the lead themselves without 
a good deal of prompting. They are adept at appearing as 
the incarnation of the public will. Their skill, backed by 
their party organization, lies in detecting the right trend at 
the earliest possible moment and incorporating that trend 
into their own policy.

Socialists’ Handicap 


One of the handicaps of the Socialists has been that, 
although well aware of the growing dislike of nationaliza- 
tion, they have been unable to modify their too rigid party 
policy so as to accommodate the new development. They 
may be forced to do something about it. Very soon, if the 
politicians are any judge, the public, having already made 
up their minds privately on the matter, will make it clear 
beyond a doubt that the long wrangle about ownership of 
industries has come to an end, and that one must roughly 
speaking accept the position as it now stands. 

The next step will be a demand that the nationalized 
undertakings should be made to pay their way and to 
contribute to the Exchequer instead of taking magney out 
of it. The Government have already guessed that this is 
the way in which the public mind will work, and their 
plans to deal with the new situation will soon be reflected 
in Parliamentary debates and ultimately in legislation. 
Undoubtedly the Opposition will follow suit as soon as 
they can clear up their internal dissensions. 

Road operators may have seen the danger coming for 
a long time. They are right to be apprehensive. The

Conservative party showed no particular affection for them 
before the threat of nationalization became serious, and 
may no longer do so now that the threat has receded, 
To forestall the accusation that they are over-fond of 
road transport under free enterprise, they may even be 
prepared to appear harsh. 

On the level of political opportunism, the Conservatives 
have much more reason to be kind towards the British 
Transport Commission. On the strength of a far from 
encouraging prospectus drawn up by the Commission 
themselves, the Government have put up a large sum of 
money and are continually adding to it. They have chosen 
to treat the railways as indispensable. In the end the 
money may be put to no good use and produce no return. 
For the sake of their credit the Government will do as 
much as they dare to prevent this from happening, or will 
do their best to disguise the effect. 


Deprived of Work 


Several weapons can be used against road operators, for 
the most part with public approval. The nationalized 
industries as well as many Government departments are big 
users of transport. It may seem sensible to keep the work 
in the family and give as much as possible to the 
Commission. A start has been made with coal, which 
many people are disposed to regard as the traffic pre- 
eminently suited to the railways. For some time hauliers 
have alleged that they are being deprived of work as a 
result of agreements that the Commission have made with 
coal, gas and electricity undertakings, not to mention the 
Ministry of Supply. 

On this point public opinion is sluggish. The nationalized 
undertakings are monopolies and the public scold them for 
the familiar monopoly vices of slow service, inefficiency 
and high charges. But it is also conceded that a monopoly 
may have certain advantages, including the opportunity to 
buy in bulk at favourable rates. This is how the transac- 
tions with the Commission appear to most people. Hauliers 
will have a hard task making the points that there may be 
factors preventing a clear understanding of exactly what 
the railways are charging, and that time and again the rail- 
ways fail to carry the coal that is offered to them, so that 
road transport has to be called in. 

Hauliers are beginning to wonder whether the Govern- 
ment are with them in this matter. They have noted that, 
when they seek to carry some traffics traditionally assigned 
to the railways, the objectors in the traffic courts find a 
sympathetic listener in the Licensing Authority. There is 
difficulty in obtaining information about what the 
Commission are charging, or a breakdown of railway 
finances so as to discover, for example, the real cost of 
carrying one ton of goods. 

Whatever protests road operators make must be in the 
teeth of a growing volume of public opinion, skilfully 
fanned to favour the railways. Among the factors said to 
cause road congestion are the abnormal indivisible load— 
another of the traffics that it is continually urged “ ought” 
to go by rail—collection and delivery for shops in busy 
main roads, and large lorries in narrow streets. The owners 
of private cars are not above joining in the abuse, so as to 
cover up their own contribution to the problem. If legisla-

save time and money, but ultimately can make the 

difference between the success or failure of a haulage 
business. Despite much helpful publicity by the Road 
Haulage Association, the Licensing Authorities and the 
technical Press, a high percentage of applications falls 
below a reasonable standard. 

The first essential is to be able to present proper figures 
of earnings and operations and, to this end, the mainten- 
ance of accurate and easily accessible records is vital. In 
any application of substance the Licensing Authority will 
require figures of earnings for the past two years in com- 
parative form, certified by independent accountants, and 
apportioned between vehicles under different licences—A, 
B, contract A, or C-hire. 

These must be supplemented 
carried, long- and short-distance 
work, totals for the main 
customers and, if normal user 
is involved, districts served. The 
extent of, and any increase in, 
hiring should be shown though 
the Transport Tribunal no longer 
regard such evidence as conclu- 
sive in applications for addi- 
tional vehicles. 

Book-keeping and accounting 
systems used by some haulage 
concerns, though in = many 
respects adequate, make it impossible or, at best, difficult, 
to comply with these requirements. It may cost money to 
put these things on a proper footing, but it will be far 
more expensive if a badly prepared case is lost, or adjourned 
for the preparation of proper figures. 

The so-called “‘ renewal” of a licence is in 
application for a new licence and unless proper 
provided the Licensing Authority may decide to hold a 
public inquiry. Similarly, when objections have been with- 
drawn before the sitting is held, it must not be assumed 
that an application will be granted automatically. The 
Licensing Authority may take a favourable view of the

of customer witnesses is usually essenttal. All applicants 
are issued with a pamphlet setting out the type of evidence 
required, but many arrive without witnesses, with badly 
prepared figures, and possibly a bundle of letters to which 
no great value will be attached. 

It is necessary to prove an expansion in the business of 


the customer or district concerned, and it is no use to call 


evidence of the good service being given. A customer 
witness should speak of additional facilities needed and 
the inconvenience that will be caused if they are not made 
available. Preliminary discussions between the applicant, 
his counsel and witnesses, on the merits of the case, should 
be arranged whenever possible. Briefing on the day of the 
inquiry is often unsatisfactory. 

If traffic is obtained through a clearing house or agency, 
such evidence will not be considered as strong proof of 
need. The only safe rule would 
be to produce witnesses from the 
original customers and where 
evidence is to be given of 
increases in production, the set- 
ting up of new industry and so 
on, accurate details, rather than 
vague generalizations, are 
required. These should include 
the amount of traffic to be 
moved and the amount the 
applicant will be expected to 
carry. 

Of the objections received, those from independent 
hauliers generally are more difficult to meet. Objections 
from the British Transport Commission, particularly 
British Railways, are often made merely to obtain informa- 
tion regarding their rivals’ customers and to fulfil their réle 
of “ watchdogs.” In such cases they seldom call evidence 
and are ready to reach agreement if, by so doing, an 
application can be whittled down. On the other hand, an 
independent operator seldom objects unless he genuinely 
feels his own business will be affected by a grant. 

If evidence is to be given of the unsuitability of objectors’ 
facilities, either because of type of vehicle or poor service, 

care must be taken to produce,

The 
onus is now on objectors to show they are capable of doing 
so. Any objector who fails to give evidence that he can 
provide adequate facilities should carry little weight, but 
in many cases an objector’s advocate can get an applica- 
tion refused, without calling evidence of his own. 
The Licensing Authority is charged to have regard to 


the efficiency, reliability and adequacy of existing facilities 


at the date of the application, and the facilities to be

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provided if the application is granted. Thus, where it is 
possible to show that an objector’s facilities are inadequate 
it is desirable to bring it out in evidence, because an 
applicant cannot call fresh evidence after the objectors 
have given evidence of their own facilities. 

When seeking a new normal user or conditions on B 
licence, it pays to keep them straightforward and simple. 
Many objections are made because the wording is so 
ambiguous as to mean almost anything. If the application 
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is clear, the Licensing Authority is less likely to go through 
an applicant's traffic with a tooth-comb. 

Although to some readers the foregoing may seem com 
plicated and unnecessary, a little time and money spent 
keeping the licensing side of a haulage business in opdg 
can reap golden dividends. The next article will deal with 
the presentation of applications before the Licengj 
Authority, and discuss the difficulties that can arise during 
the inquiry.

HE report of Mr. A. H. Carter’s remarks concerning 

the availability of wire-cord tyres (January 15) makes 
us feel that a litthke background information might help 
to put readers in the picture on this question. Steel-cord 
tyres, as we prefer to call them, are certainly “freely ” 
ivailable in the sense that we market a comprehensive 
range of sizes and types in precisely the same way as. we 
do other tyres. But even after 11 years of planned produc- 
tion we still have not been able to make enough giant X 
tyres to meet the demand. 

To make matters worse—in one sense, anyway—M1 
has begun to demonstrate its need for steel-cord giant tyres. 
Another point is that not all X tyres produced can go to 
the replacement market; the demand from vehicle manu- 
facturers is quite insistent. But steps are being taken to 
ease matters. 

We are building another factory at Burnley, and this will 
soon start producing X giant tyres. Meanwhile, produc- 
tion from our Stoke-on-Trent factory is being increased all 
the time. We have also issued licences to produce both car 
and giant tyres of X design and construction (although not 
under that name) to three other tyre makers in Great 
Britain.

Operators Dispute 
Official Figures 
WE have been convicted for using a vehicle with an 
inefficient hand brake. Our loaded vehicle was tested 
by a Ministry of Transport examiner, not on an incline, 
but on level road, when the-driver was told to pull up from 
20 m.p.h. using only his hand brake. On telling the driver 
to stop, the examiner threw a case out of the near-side 
window and measured the distance from where the case 
was found to the point where the vehicle stopped. The 
distance by this rough-and-ready method was 90 ft. 

Although a technical representative from the manufac- 
turers maintained that on test, when new, this type of 
vehicle. loaded, stopped in 75 ft. on the hand brake only 
from 20 m.p.h., and that this was efficient, the Ministry 
examiner contended that 54 ft. was the maximum distance 
that could be allowed. This figure, he argued, had been 
agreed between the Ministry and the trade. 

At an adjourned hearing a senior vehicle examiner gave 
evidence and repeated that any distance over 54 ft. was 
regarded by the Ministry as excessive. This degree of 
efficiency, he said, was just sufficient to hold a vehicle on 
a l-in-4 gradient and the standard had been accepted for 
many years. Was he correct?

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McKelvie Did Not Attempt to 
Mislead Licensing Authority 


Commission Could Handle Big Pipe Transport Contract 
for Hydro-electric Scheme, Say Tribunal 


British Transport Commission that McKelvie and Co., Ltd., deliberately 


Tas Transport Tribunal have rejected a charge made on behalf of the 


tried to mislead the Scottish Licensing Authority on a material 
question. They*have done so in a written judgment on appeals against the 
grant to the company of four additional articulated outfits on A licence. 

As reported in The Commercial Motor on October 30, 1959, the Tribunal 
upheld appeals by Gavin Wilkie, Ltd., Robert Wynn and Sons (Manchester), 
Ltd., Robert Wynn and Sons, Ltd., and the Commission, and said they 
would later state their reasons in writing. Their decision was not to take 
effect until January 1. The judgment, issued last week, is highly critical 
of some of the evidence, and finds that the Commission proved that they 
were able to handle the proposed traffic. 


McKelvie wished to carry pipes from 
Scotland to Ffestiniog, Merionethshire, 
in connection with a _ hydro-electric 
scheme. Marshall and Anderson, Ltd., 
Motherwell, were the pipe manufacturers 
and McKelvie’s case was that they were 
asked to carry the pipes from Motherwell 
to the point at which the contractors 
would take delivery. They said they 
could not do the work with their existing 
fleet, because those vehicles that were 
physically capable of carrying the pipes 
were fully occupied, and, in any event, 
they could not be used because of 
peculiarities in the 280-mile route. 

The hearing occupied five days, and 
the Tribunal comment that much of the 
time would have been saved if McKelvie 
had not withheld the evidence of the one 
man who might have been able to 
support their principal argument. 


Contradictory Evidence 


Evidence given by Mr. James 
McKelvie, a director of McKelvie and 
Co., Mr. W. Murdoch, transport manager 
of Marshall and Anderson, and Mr. John 
Marshall, a director of the latter 
company, was, says the Tribunal, “on 
nearly all points of detail confused and 
contradictory.” 

It was, however, established that 
McKelvie had depots at Barrhead, 
Motherwell, Paisley and Manchester. 
They had 74 vehicles and 32 trailers 
under ordinary A, special A and B 
licences, and 12 vehicles and five trailers 
under contract-A licences. Their gross 
revenue from their own vehicles and sub- 
contracted work rose from £522,971 in 
the year to November, 1957, to £613,459 


a year later. Amounts paid to sub- 
contractors rose from £140,230 to 
£152,360. 


The work proposed was the transport 
of 266 pipes totalling about 3,400 tons. 
Some were more than 30 ft. long and the 
diameters ranged from 5 ft. 9 in. to 
10 ft. 8 in. Weights varied between 
24 tons and 17} tons each. McKelvie 
Proposed to use four tractive units and 
seven trailers, taking five days for the 
round trip from Motherwell to Ffestiniog 
and back. It was essential that the pipes 
should be delivered in the appropriate 
order for welding together. 


Dealing with the accusation that 
McKelvie had tried to mislead the 
Licensing Authority, the Tribunal say the 
charge was based on evidence given by 
Mr. McKelvie on the results of a survey 
of the proposed route made by Mr 
Marshall and Mr. Caraher, McKelvie’s 
transport manager. 

According to Mr. McKelvie, the con- 
tract would require the company to buy 
special trailers with a loading height of 
only 3 ft. because “ five miles from the 
site” there was a bridge only 13 ft. high. 
Moreover, “maximum ground clear- 
ance” was needed because part of the 
route was no better than a mountain 
track. 

Irreconcilable Features 

“Tt was never made clear to our 
minds,” the Tribunal say, “ how a special 
kind of trailer could be constructed 
which would at one and the same time 
be higher from the ground than the 
standard type . .. and yet be lower... . 
We need not, however, speculate on this 
problem, because the whole of this story 
turned out to be a mare’s nest.” 

Mr. McKelvie had not taken part in 
the survey. Although Mr. Caraher was 
in court, he was not called—a matter on 
which the Tribunal express surprise. 
At the Licensing Authority’s request Mr. 
Marshall gave evidence, which, “so far 
from supporting Mr. McKelvie’s 
evidence, exploded it.” 

There was no evidence worth the name 
to support Mr. McKelvie’s suggestions 
about the need for low loading and maxi- 
mum ground clearance. “ Their investi- 
gation, in the absence of the one essential 
witness, Mr. Caraher, was an inordinate 
waste of time,’ the Tribunal observe. 
Nevertheless, the Commission's sugges- 
tion of deliberately misleading the 
Authority could not be upheld. The 
statements made were “ time-wasting 
irrelevancies, but no worse than that.” 

Mr. McKelvie’s evidence did not show 
that his company’s existing fleet was 
incapable of doing the work. Moreover, 
the period for which the vehicles would 
be required (12-14 months) was too short 
to justify the grant of an A licence. 

The statistical evidence had two main 
defects. In the first place. it lumped 
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together the earnings of the whole fleet 
operated under different _ licences. 
Secondly, it threw no light on the critical 
question to what extent the vehicles 
capable of carrying the traffic were 
already fully employed. 

“These patent  insufficiencies,” 
Tribunal say, “ were 
Positive consideration. This is that Mr. 
Caraher had assured Marshall and 
Anderson, Ltd., that the respondent 
company would do the work required 
of them whether or not they got the grant 
they sought.” 

To justify an A licence there should 
have been some reasonable ground to 
believe that the work would continue for 
at least a substantial part of the five- 
year currency period. 

The Tribunal refer to the 
massive” evidence given by the Com- 
mission. It proved that they could do 
the work and, in fact, had gone some 
way towards arranging to do so. Six 
months before Marshall and Anderson's 
tender for the piping had been accepted, 
the railways had submitted quotations 
for transport. 

Mr. Marshall insisted that his com- 
pany’s action in inviting quotations from 
the railways was only an act of courtesy. 
“It is difficult to discern any element 
of courtesy in leading a number of busy 
persons to waste their time over many 
months in a futile investigation of the 
difficulties to be overcome,” the Tribunal 
observed tartly. 

The Tribunal dismiss out of hand a 
submission on behalf of McKelvie that, 
because the Commission were not already 
doing the work, they could not be said 
under Section 11 (2) of the 1933 Act to 
be affording transport facilities. This 
proposition is described as “novel and 
startling.” If it were to he upheld, the 
Tribunal point out, a haulier having idle 
vehicles at either end of a given route, 
and anxious to carry traffic which the 
applicant proposed to transport, would 
not be allowed to lodge an objection. 
The submission was wrong in law. 


Rail Rates Higher 


An argument that the Commission's 
services were not suitable because they 
involved double handling of the traffic, 
and because the rail rates were higher 
than McKelvie’s, is also dismissed. The 
Tribunal find from the evidence that 
double handling was unimportant. More- 
over, the evidence available on the 
question of rates was far too slight to

impossible properly to consider rates in 
the context of the suitability of a service 
unless there is clear evidence of the 
prices to be charged, and of the other 
terms on which the competitive facilities 
are to be afforded. * Comparisons limited 
to prices may be most misleading,” they 
say.

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John Hall and Sons 
Find It Pays to Divide 
Paint and Glass 
Transport Operations

SEPARATE FLEETS 
for SEPARATE USES 


AINT manufacturing and glass 
processing and merchanting are 


the unusual combination of 
business activities successfully carried 
on by John Hall and Sons (Bristol and 
London), Ltd. This old-established 
company—it was founded in 1788—is 
best known to the general public as the 
maker of Brolac, Murac and other 
nationally advertised paint products, 
but its glass division is responsible for 
a substantial proportion of total turn- 
over. 

The two divisions operate as separate 
production units. After some years of 
endeavouring to provide a common 
transport service, the company decided 
some time ago to divide the C-licence 
fleet into two sections, each exclusively 
serving one division. Despite some pre- 
liminary misgivings on cost grounds, 
the split has resulted in improved 
service to customers and _ increased 
transportivity. An extremely well- 
conceived drivers’ incentive scheme 
has contributed to greater efficiency. 


Twenty-four Vehicles 

John Hall’s operate a fleet of 24 
C-licence vehicles. The paint division 
has six of the latest Thames Trader 
models (two 6D vehicles and four 4D 
5-tonners), a Morris and a Bedford 
30-cwt. van and a Bedford Dormobile. 
The glass division has a 6D Trader and 
four 4D Trader vans, a Bedford 3-ton 
lorry and two Bedford 30-cwt. vans. 
There is also a Morris 1-ton van based 
at Weston-Super-Mare. In addition, 
the company’s flourishing glazing 
department operates six Morris 10-cwt. 
vans. 
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The transport problems confronting 
John Hall and Sons are characteristic 
of those facing the provincial manu- 
facturer who has succeeded in expand- 
ing his trade from a local to a national 
scale. In supplying the wholesale and 
retail trade, regularity and frequency 
of delivery must be the keynotes of 
any successful system. To achieve 
these attributes, John Hall’s depend 
to a great extent upon the efficiency 
and reliability of their long-distance 
transport arrangements, for they have 
not established any national network 
of depots. 


Bulk Supplies 
There is a large London depot for 
paint products from which hired 
vehicles deliver to the Home Counties 


* and eastern England. Bulk supplies for 


this depot are sent from the Bristol 
factory by British Road _ Services. 
B.R.S. vehicles are also used for paint 
deliveries outside the company’s own 
normal delivery area. 

This area is extensive, as I discovered 
when I discussed the subject with 
Mr. R. H. Jones, the paint division 
transport manager, a function which 
he combines with responsibility for 
material control, finished stores and 
dispatch. In general terms, the paint 
delivery area can be considered as 
bounded on the north by a line from 
Preston to Doncaster and on the east 
by a line from Hull to Portsmouth. 
Mid and North Wales are excluded. 

The glass delivery area is not so 
large, but it covers the whole of south- 
western England and extends to 
Swansea, Oxford and Portsmouth. Mr. 


G. Roberts is transport manager for 
the glass division. 

Previous transport arrangements 
were inspired by a laudable desire to 
prevent duplication of facilities within 
the common delivery area. Vehicles 
were used to carry mixed loads of 
paint and glass. It was recognized 
that this method of working had 
serious disadvantages arising mainly 
from the varying loadability of the 
two different products. Schedules 
were difficult to draw up because of the 
problem of estimating vehicle turn- 
round time on glass delivery. 

Nevertheless, it was considered that 
the economy resulting from the use 


of one vehicle for the combined 
delivery run more than offset the 
drawbacks. There were strong doubts 


whether a policy of separating the 
two delivery fleets could be justified 
economically, however beneficial it 
might be in improved service to the 
customer. 
Doubts Dispelled 

Now that the two-fleet system has 
been thoroughly “run-in,” these 
doubts have been dispelled. On paint 
deliveries it has been possible, because 
of the nature of the load and the 
elimination of unloading complica- 
tions, to draw up closely planned 
schedules. Maximum advantage can 
now be taken of the work capacity 
of the fleet, and customers throughout 
the area know, to within a matter of 
minutes, when they may expect their 
weekly deliveries. 

This is specially important in deal- 
ing with products such as Brolac and 
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Murac, both of which are supplied in 
an extensive colour range. One of 
the classic arguments for C-licence 
operation applies with great force to 
this traffic. 

As in other trades, the retailer’s aim 
is to keep shelf stocks at a minimum, 
but ideally he must be ready to meet 
demands for any of the 30 or so 
colours in which these paints are sup- 
plied. He must be able to rely on 
prompt and regular filling of his 
orders, and it is almost essential that 
the delivery “pipeline” should be 
under the direct control of the manu- 
facturer. 

Pallet loading is used for the bulk 
supplies for the London depot, but 
this method is not applicable to the 
general trade, because of the great 
variations in the size and character of 
the orders— anything from one tin 
to 4 tons in a single order,” was how 
Mr. Jones put it. The paint trade is 
to some extent seasonal, the season 
running from February to about the 
end of September. 


Incentive Scheme 


Mr. Jones outlined the principles of 
the drivers’ incentive scheme, which 
covers both the paint and _ glass 
delivery fleets. The management 
decided that before any scheme was 
launched a thorough work study 
should be made. 

Accordingly, the company’s work 
study engineer travelled with every 
driver on every delivery run, closely 
observing the road and traffic condi- 
tions, the number of calls, the time 
necessary to deliver consignments, the 
proportion of town and_ country 
running, and other relevant factors. 
This investigation naturally took some 
time to complete, and while it was 
proceeding the company paid a weekly 
bonus of 30s. 

The scheme as finally drawn up 
provides for a basic time allowance 
per mile, varying for town and country 
driving, plus fixed allowances for pre- 
paration of the vehicle, loading and 
unloading, calls, waiting time and 
vehicle cleaning. Bonus is paid on 
the time saved against the total allow- 
ance for the trip, and calculations are 
made per trip, not per week. 

The danger of speeding, inherent in 
any time-bonus scheme, was kept in 
mind, and drivers were warned that a 
serious view would be taken of acci- 
dents caused by excessive speed or of 
prosecutions for exceeding the speed 
limit. In fact, accidents are rare, and 
personal investigations by the trans- 
port managers have adduced no evi- 
dence of widescale speeding. 

The bonus scheme acts as a control 
against undue overtime working 
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during the quieter periods of the year, 
because it has established a reasonable 
time basis for the work. A driver 
with whom I discussed it referred to 
it with tempered enthusiasm. The 
scheme was no “* pushover,” to use his 
own term, but if a man was prepared 
to work he could earn a useful bonus. 

Moving across to the glass division, 
one had the impression that they were 
equally satisfied to be running their 
own transport affairs. Their vans are 
low-loaders to facilitate the handling 
of large sheets at customers’ premises; 
in the company’s dispatch bay such 
sheets are brought to the loading deck 


by means of overhead — suction 
conveyors, 
The vans have padded interior 


frames on each side and an exterior 
frame on the near side. Plate glass is 
carried strapped to the frames, and the 
smaller glass products, such as horti- 
cultural sheets, mirrors, splashbacks, 
tiles and so on, are loaded in the 
normal way. 

Most of the vehicles have locally 
built bodywork. The newest unit in 
the fleet, a 6D Trader, has a Luton 
body, the over-cab extension being 
fitted for the carriage of small or 
valuable consignments. Its exterior 
frame has a hinged extension which 
normally rests on the roof, and when 
this is raised the frame can accommo- 
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date a sheet 16 ft. 8 in. long by 10 ft. 
high. Like the other glass-delivery 
vans, it has helper springs on the near 
side at the rear to compensate for the 
uneven loading. 

The 10-cwt. vans of the glazing 
department are miniature versions of 
the larger units, having interior and 
exterior frames. 

Operations of the glazing depart- 
ment cover much the same area as 
the glass division’s delivery system, 
and I was told that the staff would 
cheerfully tackle any glazing job 
“from a Crystal Palace to a garden 
cold frame.” Not long ago the 
department faced its largest single job 
to date—the installation in a new 
Bristol store of a plate-glass window 
25 ft. 9 in. long by 9 ft. 5 in. deep 
and weighing 11 cwt. Special trans- 
port arrangements were needed and it 
took 26 men to manceuvre the massive 
sheet into position, 

Each glazing van is driven by the 
glazier in charge of the group— 
usually numbering from two to four— 
which is sent out on a contract. These 
driver-glaziers receive overtime pay- 
ment for the period of their return 
journeys to the factory after normal 
working hours, and they have the use 
of the vans to and from their homes 
where the vehicles are garaged over- 
night. 





Minister on Road Transport’s Attraction 


HE attraction of road transport was 

that it was a convenient means of 
taking goods from door to door, and the 
transfer of traffic from the railways was 
not a question of cost. This was one of 
a number of points made by Mr. Ernest 
Marples, Minister of Transport, when he 
dealt with a variety of questions in the 
House of Commons last week. 

Mr. H. J. Boyden (Lab., Bishop 
Auckland) asked whether plans _ for 
greater road-rail co-ordination could be 
made, and suggested the use of “train 
lorry ferries” which could take some 
heavy-vehicle traffic off the roads. 

The Minister said that the British 
Transport Commission were looking into 
this idea. After Mr. R. J. Mellish 
(Lab., Bermondsey) stated that the matter 
of co-ordination was no longer “a 
political football,’ Mr. Marples remarked 
that the transfer of traffic from rail to 
road was happening all over the world. 

“It is exactly the same all over the 
United States, where, even in Denver, the 
Denver-Chicago Trucking Co. can take 
goods by road from Chicago to Los 
Angeles, which is an enormous distance, 
more cheaply than they can go by rail,” 
said the Minister. 

He told Mr. Jo Grimond that having 
seen Continental bridge-construction 
techniques he was satisfied that British 
design matched work being done else- 


where. His visit to the U.S.A. gave him 
many new ideas on traffic flow and road 
safety which were now being studied. 

Toll roads, he continued, were being 
abandoned in America, but he could not 
assure Mr. Grimond that they were 
officially disfavoured in this country. The 
Minister promised the Liberal leader an 
early statement on London traffic plans, 
with special reference to the Pink Zone. 

In a written reply to Mr. C. Mapp 
(Lab., Oldham E.) Mr. Marples reiterated 
that Government policy was to ensure 
that both road and rail transport could 
each make effective contributions to the 
country’s economic life. 

“ This is why we are pressing forward 
with a vigorous roads programme and 
giving considerable financial support to 
the modernization of British Railways,” 
said the Minister. 

After Mr. John Hay, Joint Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Transport, had told Mr. F. Noel-Baker 
(Lab., Swindon) that the first 73 miles of 
the London-Yorkshire motorway had 
cost about £395,000 a mile, the Opposi- 
tion speaker suggested that this repre- 
sented a huge subsidy to road transport 
at the railways’ expense. 

Mr. Hay said that he could not agree 
with this “ for the simple reason that the 
taxation yield on vehicles of all kinds 
in this country is £560m. a year.”

SALIENT feature of the British 
A flair for organization and govern- 

ment has been the ability to use, 
for wider purposes, independent bodies 
sponsored primarily to promote the 
interests and activities of their members. 
Although having no statutory authority, 
they often provide an invaluable medium 
through which Ministers, Government 
departments and others can sound 
opinion with representative and respon- 
sible sections of the community on the 
working of current regulations, proposed 
legislation and other matters of mutual 
interest. On occasion, this freedom from 
statutory obligation has increased their 
usefulness, because effectiveness, rather 
than formal correctness, can be more 
readily achieved. 

Many such organizations have been 
long established, and have grown from 
local to national coverage concurrently 
with corresponding expansion in trade 
and industry More recently, with the 
growth in export trade, the need has 
arisen for the discussion of transport and 
allied matters on an international level. 

The organizations listed below repre- 
sent a fair sample of bodies concerned 
with road transport and allied interests. 


Private Enterprise 

As road transport is basically a service 
provided for trade and industry, emphasis 
in compiling this list has been placed 
on those bodies allied to _ private 
enterprise. Government-sponsored and 
nationalized organizations have been 
omitted, because complete lists of them 
are readily obtainable from the Ministry 
of Transport or British Transport 
Commission.

(1) The Long Distance Road Opera- 
tors acknowledge that, because the rail- 
way routeing structure of the Rhodesia 
Railways is designed as being the most 
beneficial for the overall well-being of 
the State, they will support it. This 
implies that, along routes where road 
and rail compete, long-distance road 
hauliers will not undercut the railway 
rates for comparable traffic. 

(2) Competition between the two 
forms of transport will be on the basis 
of the service offered to the public and 
not on the basis of the charges made.

Form-filling Must Be Prompt 


DESCRIBED last week a weekly summary sheet suitable 
] for recording operations of individual vehicles. | suggested 

that, although large undertakings might prefer to segregate 
engineering and traffic records from the outset, other users 
would probably find it more convenient to amalgamate the two, 
at least in the early stages of recording. 

Whilst it is recommended that the recording of operating 
costs is best done on individual vehicle sheets, as was outlined 
in this series on October 16, 1959, I recognize that, particularly 
in relation to traffic returns, there is a need for summaries of 
tonnages and other relevant data on a fleet basis. The object 
of the two forms now detailed is to facilitate such recording. 

In describing the weekly summary sheet lasi week, I pointed 
out that, whereas there can be a substantial measure of stan- 
dardization in engineering records, whatever the operator’s 
activity may be, traffic returns tend to be more individual 
to each user and must be drawn up to suit particular needs. 

Even so, despite the wide diversity of traffic which may be 
carried, there is a fairly common need to segregate groups 
of traffics and the weekly summary sheet, relative to tonnages 
delivered, was devised accordingly. 

Where this type of weekly vehicle summary sheet is adopted, 
the weekly fleet summary should be drawn up as far as possible 
with identical columns to allow the ready transfer of informa- 
tion from one summary to the other. 


Fleet Summary Sheet 

As the fleet summary sheet shown on page 59 is for internal 
use. no purpose is served in including the operator's name 
and address in the heading. A brief reference number is 
sufficient. In this context it is obviously logical to number 
successively related forms, such as the daily log sheet, weekly 
vehicle summary and weekly fleet summary. As , the 
tinguishing feature between one fleet summary sheet 
another will be the date, it will facilitate reference if 
information is entered on the right top corner. 

This example of a fleet summary is divided vertically into 11 
columns, five of which are devoted to an analysis of tonnage 
carried. In the interests of economy of stationery, the first 
column is left without a heading in order that the form can 
serve two purposes. In the first stage the heading inserted will 
be “Vehicle Number,” and having arranged the individual 
vehicle summary sheets in convenient groupings—for example, 
5-tonners, 6-tonners and so on—the weekly totals will then be 
entered directly on to the fleet summary. 
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If the Recording of Daily Operations Falls 

Behind, Difficulties are Almost Bound to 

Arise When Endeavours are Made to 
Catch Up with This Work 


Whilst five divisions for fleet tonnage carried are allowed for 
in the fleet summary, the number can be decreased or increased 
according to the individual operator's own use. Alternatively, 
the yardstick of traffic carried may be measured in number of 
units, gallonage or in other ways. In most cases, however, 
mileage, fuel and oil returns can be recorded as shown. 

With fuel providing such a high proportion of total operating 
costs, every operator will give continual attention to the 
possibility of economy in consumption. Maximum benefit 
however, can be obtained only when immediate action is taken 
This, in turn, implies that, records of fuel consumption should 
be available as soon as possible after the completion of @ 
journey. 


No Real Basis : 


On the other hand, day-by-day returns of fuel consumption 
would, in many cases, provide no real basis on which to draw 
sound conclusions because of the many incidental reasons which 
can cause temporary fluctuations. Records based on a weekly 
summary probably provide the best compromise, and in this 
respect a small or medium-sized operator is better placed bot 


to obtain them, and to ensure that they are available to sug 


staff as can take appropriate remedial action as soon as possible 

The fleet summary sheet provides two columns in which to 
record fuel consumption. Individual vehicle consumption & 
shown in the first column and corresponding averages for groups 
of vehicles are established. Fuel consumption can readily be 
obtained if the entries of vehicle records on the summary sheet 
have been appropriately grouped as was suggested earlier. 
Having transferred all relevant data from the vehicle summary 
sheet to the weekly fleet summary, total fleet tonnages, mileage 
and fuel used can readily be obtained. 

Most operators will need also to summarize their operations 
over a longer period—for example, quarterly, half-yearly or 
yearly. To be confronted with the task of compiling such a 
summary six months in arrear may well be beyond the limited 
clerical resources of the small operator, bearing in mind that 
he would still have his day-to-day duties 
to perform. If the recording is done 
regularly and systematically, however, 
the job can be reduced to a reasonable

Columns 1 and 2 would be varied 
according to whether or not a new sheet was issued daily. 

Although not strictly essential to the recording of fuel 
issues, columns 3 and 8, headed “ Time™ and “ Mileometer 
reading,” permit information to be entered which can subse- 
quently be of use for a variety of reasons, and especially 
where a number of depots is maintained. In that event, the 
timed sequence of any particular vehicle journey is thus avail- 
able, should it be required to check time sheets, or for any 
other reason. 

Disadvantage of “ Finishing ” Reading 

It is common practice on many such sheets for the column 
headed “ Meter reading” to consist of a single column in 
which only the finishing reading is recorded after a vehicie 
has been fuelled. 

The disadvantage is the greater likelihood of discrepancies. 
Where both starting and finishing readings are normally 
recorded, the complete omission of one vehicle is more readily 
noticed. Moreover, with the object of preventing. as far as 
possible, error in entering the amount issued and vehicle 
number, it is an advantage to ensure that these two entries are 
made alongside each other, as in columns 6 and 7. This 
particularly applies where several vehicles are being refuelled 
in quick succession. 

The inclusion and use of the final column, headed “ Driver's 
Signature,” would depend on individual circumstances. In 
some Organizations a member of the garage staff is delegated 
the responsibility of ensuring that the stated amount of fuel 
is, in fact, placed in the tank of a specific vehicle. in which 
event this heading would be suitably amended. Alternatively 
and again where several depots are maintained. it would be 





meter reading to finish. Additionally, the entry on line 10 on 
any sheet should, of course, be the same as the opening entry 
in column 4. The same remark applies to the entry on 
line 13, headed, “ Tank dip to start.” As an additional safe- 
guard, even though the major portion of the entries may be 
in pencil, it would be advisable to arrange for the opening 
entries on lines 10, 13 and in column 4 to be made in ink 
by whoever is responsible for maintenance of fuel stocks. 

This fuel-issue sheet can, of course, be used for recording 
the supply of either petrol or oil fuel from operators’ own bulk 
storage. Where oil-engined vehicles are kept, however, it will 
also be necessary to record additional data as required by the 
Heavy Oils (Road Fuel) Regulations, No. 717/35. Copies of 
the Regulations can be obtained from the Stationery Office, 
price 4d. 

A record must be kept of all heavy oil (oil fuel or derv) 
received for use as fuel, showing the supplier's name and 
address, and date of delivery. together with the quantity and 
description of the fuel. Daily vehicle records must also be 
kept. detailing the registration number, journeys, mileage, 
quantity and source of fuel supplied. At the end of the month, 
the records must show the stocks of fuel remaining S.B.
